ORDER 

S.O. 794(E).—In exercise of ihe powers conferr* 
ed by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 
1955 (iO (4 1955). the Central-Government hereby 
makes the following Order, name1> 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-—(1) The 
order may be called the Drugs (Prices Control) Order, 
1987. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall come into force on the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Dcfiiiilion.s.—In this Order, imlcs., the context 
otherwise requires— 

(a) “bulk drug” means any substance including 

pharmaceutical, chemioal, biological or plant 
product or medicinal gas conforming to 
pharmacopoeia! or other standards accept¬ 
ed under the Drug.s and Cosmetics Act, 
1940 (23 of 1940), which is used as such, 
or as an ingi-edicnt in any formulation; 

(b) “dealer” means a petson canying oir the 
business of purcha.sc or sale of drugs, v/hc- 
ther as u wholesaler or retailer and whe¬ 
ther or nut in conjnnction with any other 
business and includes an agent of a dealer; 

(c) “distributor” incan.s distributor of drugs or 

his agent or a stockist appointed by a 
manufacturer or an importer for stocking 
his drug.s for resale to a dealer, 

(d) “drug” includc.s : 

(i) a medicine for internal or external ii.sc ot 
human beings or artlmals and rrl substan¬ 
ces intended to be used for, or in, the 
diagnosis, treatment, mitigation or pre- 
\eiUion of disease in human being* or 
animals; 

(il) such substances, intended to affect the

ment of incoinc-lnx and surtax and includes 
such other e.xpen.ses as do nut iurrn part of 
the cost of formulation ;

price list; 

(i) “retailer" means a dealer carriing on the 
drug arrived at or fixed in aecordunce with 
the provisions of this Order and includes 
a ceiling price ; 

(s) “retailer" mean> a dealer carrying on the 
retail business of sale o: drugs' to customers ; 


CU “Scheduled bullc dntg' means a hulk drug 
specified in the First or Second Schedule. 

(u) “Scheduled formulation" means a formula* 
tion specified in the Third Schedule. 

(v) “sale turn-over" means the product of units 
of formulations sold by a manufacturer 

an importer, as the ease may be, in an 
accounting year multiplied by retail price 
inclusive of sales tax, if any, paid on direct 
sales by the manufacturer or importer but 
does not include excise duty and local 
taxes, if any ; 

(wj “Schedule" means a Schedul': appended to 
this Order ; 

(x.) “Wholesaler" means a dealer or his agent or 
a stockist appointed by a manufacturer or 
an importer for the sale of his drugs to a 
retailer, hospital, dispensary, medical, edu* 
calional or research Institution purchasing 
bulk qiwntilies of drugs; 

3. Power to fix the Sale Price of Indigenously 
manufactured Bulk Drugs speciticl in the First or 
Second Schedule.—(1) The Government may with a 
view to regulate the equitable distribution and 
increasing supply of an indigenously manufactured 
bulk drug specified in the First or Second Schedule 
and making it avaiJab c from ditfcrcni manufacturers’ 
at fair prices, after making such inquiry as it deems 
fit, fix' from time to time by notification in the 
Official Gazette, a maximum sale price at which such 
a bulk drug shall be sold : 

Provided that for the purpose of enquiry, details 
in -Form-1 of the Fourth Schedule and such addi¬ 
tional details as may be required shall be provided 
by the manufacturers twice a year viz., 31st January 
and 30lh June, in a year or as and when required 
by the Government. 


costing depending upon the option for any of the 
specified rates of return that may Be exercised by the 
manufacturer of a bulk drug.

4. Procedure to be folqwed for Fixition or Revi¬ 
sion of Bulk Drug Prices not specified in the First or 
Second Schedule.—(1) Every mamifucturer, produc¬ 
ing a non-ScJieduled bulk drug shall submit a list of 
all such bulk drugs cprrently produced by him within 
thirty days of the commencement of this Order and 
indicate the details of cost of such bulk drugs in 
Form 1 of the Fourth Schcdiflo. 

(2) Where, after the commcncemcm of this Order, 
any manufacturer commences production of a non- 
schedmed bulk drug he shall within 14 days of 
commencement of production, furnish to O^’^'^tument 
the details in Form-1 of the Fourth Schedule along¬ 
with such additional details as the Government may 
require and indicate the price at which he proposes 
to sell the drug, 

(3) Any nmnufficturcr of a non-schcdulcd bulk 
drug dc.siring to revise the price, may, if ncce.ssary, 
adjust the sale price of the said bulk drug to the 
changes in cost and revise the price after submitting 
to the Government the details of cost in Form 1. 


Provided further, that where the Government fixes 
more than one price for a bulk drug produced 
by different manufaciturcrs, on account W different 
options exercised by manufaclurcis of Auch bulk 
drug under sub-paragraph (2), Government may also 
fix a weighted average price for such bulk drug which 
shall be considered in fixatioji of prices of formula¬ 
tions containing such bulk drug. 

(2) While fixing the price of a hulk drug under 
.sub-paragraph (1) the Government may take into 
consideration a post-lax return of 14 p'Cr cent on net 
worth or a return of 22 per cent on capit.al employed

Provided that, for the purpose of this paragraph, 
the Government, may after making such inquiry as 
it may deem necessary, in public" interest, fix or 
rcvi.se the price of any non-SchcduIed bulk drug and 
the manufacturer or importer of .suoh bulk drug 
shall implement the price so fixed or revised within 
fifteen days of receipt of the order. 

5. Power to Direct Manufacturers of Bulk Drugs 
to Sell Bulk Drugs to Manufacturer-; of Formula¬ 
tions.—(1) The Government may, from time to lime, 
by gencml or special order, direct any manufacturer 
of any bulk drug to sell such hulk dntp to such 
manufaofurers of formulations as may be specified in 
such order ; 
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Provided ihu^ while muking any such order, the 
Government shall have regard to all or any ot the 
following factors, namely 

(a) The requirements for captive consirmption 
of such manufacturer ; 

(b) the requirements of other nttuudaeturers t'f 
formulations ; 

(c) the planned growth of the pharmaceutical 
industry in conformity with the policy of 
the Government from time to time. 

(2) For the purpose of making any order under 
sub-paragraph (1), the Government may call for such 
information from manufacturers, tmpotlers or dis¬ 
tributors, of bulk drugs as it may consider necessary 
and -such manufacturers, importers or distributors 
shall be bound to furnish .such information within 
such lime as may be specified by the Government. 

6. Calculation of Retail Price of Formulations.— 
The retail price of the formulation shall he calculated 
in accordance with the following formula, namely :—

"C.C.” means conversion cost worked out in 
accordance with established procedures of 
costing and may be fixed as a norm fresn

“P.M.” means cost of the packing material used 
in the packing of concerned formulation and 
indudes process loss, a norm fixed from 
time to time by notification in the Official 
Gazette in this behalf. 

“P.C." means packing cliargci worked out in 
accordance with cslabljshed procedures of 
costing and may be fixed a.; a norm from 
time to time by notifiration in the Official 
Gazette in this behalf. 

“MAPE” means Maximum Allowable Post- 
Manufacturing Expenses including trade 
margin referred to in paragraph 7. 

“E.D,’’ means excise dut\', 

, Provided that in the case of an imported Formula¬ 
tion, the landed cost shall form tlu- basis for fixing 
its price alongwith such margin to cover selling and 
distribirtion expenses inejudine intcrcsl anti inijiurtt'i's 
profit which shall not c.xcecd .‘^0 per cen'i nf the 
landed cost. 

Explanation : For the purposes of above proviso, 
‘‘landed cost' shall mean the cost of import 
of drug inclusive of Customs duty and 
clearing charges. 
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7. MAPE ; MAPE referred *10 in paragraph 6 
means the maximum allowable post muni3acturing 
expenses including trade margin and shall not 
exceed— 

(a) Seventy five per cent in the case of lormula- 
tions specified in Category I of the Third 
Schedule ; 

(b) One hundred per cent in the ca,c of formu¬ 
lations specified in Category II of the said 
Schedule. 

Explanation.—(a) For the purpose of this para¬ 
graph “post manufacturing expen.ses” means ail costs 
incurred by a manufacturer from the stage of ex- 
factory cost of retailing and includes trade margin. 

(b) For the piirpo.se of categorisation of a formu¬ 
lation it .shall be deemed as— 

fi) Category 1 formulation, if it contains any 
bulk dntg either individually or in combi¬ 
nation, specified for Category I formula¬ 
tions ; 

(ii) Category 11 formulation, if it contains any 
bulk drug cither individually or in combi¬ 
nation, specified for Category II formula¬ 
tions ; 

Provided that, in case the formulation contains 
bulk drugs specified in both Categories 1 and II. it 
shall be deemed as a Category I formulation. 

8. Power of Govcnimcm to Fix Ceiling Prices of 
Formulations specified in Category 1 of the Third 
Schedule.—(1) The Government may, from time to 
lime, by notification in the Official Gazette, fix the 
ceiling price of a formulation specified in Categorx^ I 
of the Third Schedule in accordance with provisions 
of paragraphs 6 and 7 and such price shall operate 
as the ceiling sale price for every manufacturer of 
such formulations. 

(2) 'I'he Government may, of its own motion or 
on application made to it in thi.s behalf by a manu¬ 
facturer in Form 2 or Form 3 as the case may be, 
after calling for suefi information a.s it may consider 
necessary, by notification in the Official Gazette, fix 
a revised ceiling price for a formulation, 

9. Power of Government to Fix Retail Price of 
Formulations specified in Third Schedule.—(1) The 
Government may, from time to time, by order, fix 
the retail price of a formulation specified in the 
Third Schedule in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraphs 6 and 7. 

(2) Where the Govermnen! fixes nr revises the 
price uf any bulk drug under Hil' pi' 0 \isions of this 
Older and n inar.nfactuiei- utilise, such bulk drug in 
I'i, furniuFuioiis snccilicd in ihc 'I'hivd Schedule he 
sliall. Within thirly days of such fixation or rexision, 
make an application to the Government in Form 2 

and the Goveinmrnt may, 

if it considers necessary', fix or revise the price of 
.-■uch formulation. 
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(3) The retail prirv; of a formulation once fixed by 
the Government under sub-paragraph (1 ) ^hall not 
be mereased by any manufacturer except with the 
prior approval of the Governiucnl. 

(4) Any manufacturer, who desires revision of the 
letaU price of a formulation fixed under sub-para¬ 
graph (1), shall make an application to the Govern¬ 
ment in Form 2 or Form 3 as the ease may be, and 
the Govermnent may, after calling for such iniorma- 
tioii as it may consider necc^iury, by order, fix a 
revised price for such formulation. 

(.5) Notwithstanding anything contained in the

11. Information to be furnished by the manufac¬ 
turers and Importers of Non-scheduled Formula¬ 
tions.—(1) Every manufacturer or importer of non- 
scheduled formulations shall, wilhin thirty days of 
the commencement of this order, submit lo Govern¬ 
ment a separate price list of such formulations in 
Form 5. 

(2) Any manufacturer or imixntcr whf' desnes to 
market a new pack or revise the prices of an cxi.sting 
pack, of a non-scheduled forraulation, may do so 
after furnishing the detail-; of the proposed retail 
price and cost data in Form 2 or Form 3, as the 
case may be. 

(3) Every manufacturer or importer of a Jton- 
schedul'ed formulation shall furjiisli to the Govern¬ 
ment in January' and June every year, the details of 
new packs introduced and revision of retail prices of 
the .said non-sohediiled formulations effected duriiig 
the said period in Form 4 and shall furnish such 
additional information as may be called for, by the 
Government hr this behalf ;

12. Power to Revise Prices of Bulk Drugs and 
Formulations.--Notwithfitanding .anvUu'ng contained 
in this order :

14. Power to Recover duos Accrued under the 
Drugs (Prices Control) Order, 1979 into the Drug 
Prices Equalisation Account.—(I) Not withstanding 
anything contained in this cuder, the Government 
nay, bv notice, require the manufacturer, importer 
or distributor, ns the case may be. to deposit llio 
amount which has accrued on account of the actions 
under the Drugs (Prices Controlf Order. 1979 on or 
before the commencement of this order, into the 
Drugs Prices Equolisaiion Account and the marui- 
faclurer, importer or distributor, as the case may 
he, shall deposit iHe said . amount into the said 
Account within sucli time as the Government may 
specify in the said notice. 

(2) The existing iimoimt. if any, in the Drugs
